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Many Ways to Fight 
Nazism at Home 


Legion Urges an Alert 
V 
Public to Guard 
Against Fifth Column

The American people will defend 
their country unitedly and to the 
utmost. This action is needed not 
only against the threat of armed 
invasion, but against the present 
invasion by the Fifth Column, 
whether Nazi, Fascist or Commun­ 
ist. 
The present activity of the Nazi 
j^fth Column in the United States 
is proceeding along the same lines 
as that which preceded the in- 
I 
^vasion of Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Denmark, Norway, Holland, Bel­ 
gium and France, not to speak 
of the British Isles. 
It follows 
the lines prophesied by Hitler him­ 
self years ago when he said: “ The 
^ . place of artillery will in the future 
' be taken by revolutionary propa­ 
ganda. to break down the enemy 
psychologically, before the armies 
begin to function at all. 
‘The enemy people must be de­ 
moralized and ready to capitulate 
before military action can even 
be thought of; 
mental confusion 
indecisiveness, panic, these are our 
weapons. 
The results at which 
I aim are only to be obtained by 
the systematic corruption of the 
possessing and governing classes. 
Business advantages, erratic satis­ 
factions and ambition are the three 
main stops in our propaganda or­ 
gan.” 
The activity of Captain Wiede­ 
mann, Nazi Consul-General in San 
Francisco, in attempting to in- 
• Huence Congress, and Hitler’s pub­ 
lic congratulations of him for such 
action, instance Nazi activity here 
with our oflficials. The work of the 
discredited 
Dr. 
Westrich, 
Com­ 
mercial Counselor to the Nazi Em­ 
bassy at Washington, instances 
• their activity with our industrial 
leaders. 
Similarly the Nazi Consul-Gen­ 
eral at New Orleans, Baron Von 
Spiegel, threatened an American 
Newspaper editor with 
Nazi re­ 
taliation, if articles were printed 
unfavorable to Germany. Another 
Nazi official. Dr. Fredrich Ried, 
while in Brazil, with Nazi-supplied 
funds, built many schools in which 
Brazilian children w'ere inoculated 
with Nazi theories. 
He financed 
German language new^spapers and 
spread propaganda pamphlets far 
and wide. Due to the unfavorable 
publicity given him there, he was 
transferred to New York City, and 
4 on the staff of the Nazi Consul. 
Happily, 
the publicity given him 
here, so largely terminated his ef­ 
fectiveness, that he has been re­ 
cently transferred to J apan. 
The focal point for distribution 
• of propaganda in the United States 
is the German Library of Informa­ 
tion with its headquarters next to 
those of the Nazi Consulate at 17 
Battery Place, New York City. This 
organization was recently certified 
by the Nazi F]mbassy at Washing­ 
ton, in formal court proceedings, 
to be an agency of the Nazi gov­ 
ernment. Of course its prime pur­ 
pose is to follow* the above Hitler 
recipe and create in the American 
people “ mental confusion and inde­ 
cisiveness.” 
Note that these attempts to in- 
ffuence the governmental and in­ 
dustrial life of the United States 
are not on the part of irresponsible 
individuals, but of officials acting 
on behalf of the Nazi government 
itself. 
Labor and even the clergy have 
been similarly deluded into harm­ 
ing their own country. 
In France 
the F'ifth Column played upon la­ 
bor to cause strikes in the arma­ 
ment indu.stry, creating alleged 
disputes over hours. Today, French 
labor works for its Nazi overlords 
many more hours per week with­ 
out extra pay for overtime, and 
for Germany, not their motherland. 
France, which such strikes crippled. 
Specific instances in this country 
have already occurred, where labor 
has been induced to strike in our 
national defense industries, such 
strikes having been fomented by 
Nazi sources. 
That American la­ 
bor is patriotic to the core is not 
dou b ted . 
The point is that labor should 
realize that insiduous attempts are 
being made to delude them into 
harming their country unwittingly.

S im ila r ly m a n y of th e c le r g y in 
th e U n ited S ta te s, e xa c tly a s in 
E n g la n d , h a v e been deluded into 
ob str u c tin g th e n a tion a l d efen se. 
Many h igh m in d ed c itiz e n s of tiiis 
cou n try h a v e d ou b tless been duped 
b y th e h ig h -sou n d in g title s of such

organizations as the American Fel­ 
lowship F’orum, Youth Committee 
Against War, and American Des- 
♦ tiny 
Party. 
Unfortunately they 
were ignorant of the fact that the 
A m e ric a n Fellowship Forum, for 
instence, was organized by one Dr. 
Fredrich E. Auhagen, a Nazi agent 
recently arrested by the F. B. I. 
as he was about to leave this coun­ 
try for J apan.

As to the Bund, it is headed in- 
tenjationally by a Nazi official, a 
.state secretary of the government 
foreigti office. 
The Bund storm 
troopers engage in weekly mil­ 
itary dritt« , with nfle practice.

Arlington Heights is 
Fifty-five Years Old 


The village of Arlington Heights, 
officially, was 55 years old J an. 18, 
19 41. Attorney Hugo J . Thai ex­ 
hibited to the members of the vil­ 
lage board Monday evening, a copy 
of the court records which he had 
obtained for presentation 
to the 
government as part of the data 
that must accompany 
application 
for a radio transmitter to be in­ 
stalled in the police car. 
The incorporation of the munici­ 
pality was approved by the elec­ 
tors of the proposed village by a 
vote of 126 to 34 in the Chas. Taege 
hall J an. 18, 1887 . A month later 
the county court 
canvassed 
the 
election returns, approved the or­ 
ganization of the municipality and 
directed that an election for the 
purpose of selecting officers of the 
village be held April 19 , 1887 . The 
judges named 
for said election 
were Chas. Lorenzen 
(father of 
William Lorenzen), Osmon Wheel­ 
er (son of E. B. Wheeler who set­ 
tled here in 18<3i7), and D. W. Noyes 
(father of Burton A. Noyes). 
Uncle Sam Treats 
His Boys WeU 
— Sergeant Ernst 


Army life is not at all bad, ac­ 
cording to staff Sergeant Ernst of 
the 202nd coast artillery, who ad­ 
dressed the members of St. J ames 
Young people of Arlington Heights 
the other evening, giving them a 
resume of an average day in camp 
and the entertainment that is pro­ 
vided for the boys at Fort Bliss, 
Texas. 
Sgt. Ernst said that army life 
has its joys as well as its hard 
work. Every other Friday evening 
the içirls from the Texas School 
of Mines come to the camp for a 
social evening, entertainment and 
dancing, which ends at eleven 
o’clock when taps are sounded. 
The food is very good; chicken on 
Sunday and stei^ at least twice 
a week. The water supply comes 
from a reservoir in the mountains. 
The men are paid the first of each 
month, $21 for the first four months 
and $30 thereafter. Laundering of 
clothes is $2.25. 
Here is the average day sched­ 
ule: 
5:30—First call. 
5:40—Second call. 
5:50—Me.ss call. 
6:00 to 7 :00—Your own time to 
cleanup bunks, etc. 
7 :00 to 11:30—Drill. 
12:00 to 1:00—Retreat. 
1:00 to 4:30—Drill. 
5:00 to 11:00—Day is over until 
taps. 
Men are off duty Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons and all day 
Sunday. Every eight weeks, a man 
receives 2*/2 days off at one time. 
At the end of six months he re­ 
ceives 15 days furlough. 
The young people enjoyed the 
talk of Sgt. Ernst and hope that 
he will again visit them when a 
larger number are present. The 
organization is planning to hold a 
dance April 25. Full details will 
appear in later issues of the Her­ 
ald.

Da n Schueren Answers His 
Co untry^ s Ca ll a Seco nd Time 


Capt. Dan Schueren, Scarsdale, 
Arlington Heights, this week ans­ 
wered the call of his country for 
the second time. He and his regi­ 
ment were inducted into U. S. 
service Wednesday 
morning and 
will leave next w*eek for Camp 
Forrest at Tullahoma, Tennessee. 


There is nearly 24 years betwreen 
the first and second time he en­ 
tered regular U. S. army service, 
but tho’se ¡have been busy years for 
Mr. Schueren, who is today the 
senior captain in the 122nd artillery 
and heads the headquarters battery 
of that organization. 


Dan Schueren was hardly in his 
teens when he enlisted in £ he na­ 
tional guard April 27 , 19 14, as a 
private. .J uly 25, 19 17 , ihe was in­ 
ducted into the regular army as a 
mess sergeant. He was sent over­ 
seas and became a sergeant Oct. 
14, 19 17 . 
The way he earned the rank of a 
commissioned officer as a second 
lieutenant is best told by the fol­ 
lowing citation that brought to’ him 
the distinguished service cross: 


“ Sergoant Schueren, acting as 
a laison agent with an assaulting 
infantry battalion, on his own in­ 
itiative, took command of a pla­ 
toon of infantry when its leader 
w*as wounded. 
He ordered the 
.advance resumed and under his 
leadership, machine gun nests 
that threatened to hold up the 
advance of the entire battalion 
were flanked and silenced. 
lie 
showed marked bravery, con­ 
stantly inspiring his men during 
the attack.” 


Schueren w^as overseas from May 
26, 19 18 to 19 19 and w as discharged 
J une 23, 19 19 . Within six months 
he had assisted in the reorgani­ 
zation of the headquarters battery 
of the 122nd field artillery. 


Since that time he has spent two 
evenings a week at the armory and 
from tw'o to three weeks each sum­ 
mer in training camp. During the 
past month a group of ArlingtoTi 
Heights young men have enlisted 
in the 122nd artillery, hoping to 
be assigned to the ^hueren bat­ 
talion. One of them, Melvin Gaare, 
was successful. The others are in 
other batteries of the regiment. 


During these years Capt. Schuer­ 
en has been encouraged in his arniy 
work by Mrs. Schueren, the “ sis­ 
ter of ,a soldier, wiho married a 
soldier” well aware of the life that 
she must lead if her husband is 
called to’ active duty. 


Captain and Mrs. Schueren mo­ 
tored to Tennessee a short time ago 
to look for living quarters and 
have rented a home on the camp­ 
us of the college at Marfresboro, 
Tennessee, .which is about forty 
miles from the army camp. 


Mrs. Schueren and their daugh­ 
ter, Ingrid Helene, will follow 
Captain Schueren tcf Tennessee 
very soon. 
Their home in Scars­ 
dale has been rented.

An unending supply of mater­ 
ials is available for the making 
of children’s clothes in particular, 
now, although women’s dresses, 
skirts, and hospital gowns, as well 
as diapers, baby bootees, and gowns 
are also under construction by the 
local unit.

There is nearly 24 years between 
the first and second time he en­ 
tered regular U. S. army service, 
but those .have been busy years for 
Mr. Schueren, who is today the 
senior captain in the 122nd artillery 
and heads the headquarters battery 
of that organization. 


Dan Schueren was hardly in his 
teens when he enlisted in the na­ 
tional guard April 27, 1914, as a 
private. July 25, 1917, the was in­ 
ducted into the regular arm y as a 
mess sergeant. He w as sent over­ 
seas and became a sergeant Oct. 
14, 1917. 
The way he earned the rank of a 
commissioned officer as a second 
lieutenant is best told by the fol­ 
lowing citation that brought to' him 
the distinguished service cross; 


“Sergeant Schueren, acting as 
a laison agent with an assaulting 
infantry battalion, on his own in­ 
itiative, took command of a pla­ 
toon of infantry when its leader 
was wounded. 
He ordered the 
advance resumed and under his 
leadership, machine gun nests 
that threatened to hold up the 
advance of the entire battalion 
were flanked and silenced. 
Ile 
showed 
marked 
bravery, con­ 
stantly inspiring his men during 
the attack.” 


Schueren was overseas from May 
26, 1918 to 1919 and was discharged 
June 23, 1919. 
Within six months 
he had assisted in the reorgani­ 
zation of the headquarters battery 
of the 122nd field artillery. 


Since that time he has spent two 
evenings a week at the armory and 
from two to three weeks each sum­ 
mer in training camp. During the 
past month a group of Arlington 
Heights young men have enlisted 
in the 122nd artillery, hoping to 
be assigned to the Schueren bat­ 
talion. One of them, Melvin Gaare, 
was successful. 
The others are in 
other batteries of the regiment. 


During these years Capt. Schuer­ 
en has been encouraged in his army 
work by Mrs. Schueren, the “sis­ 
ter of ,a soldier, who m arried a 
soldier*’ well aware of the life that 
she must lead if her husband is 
called to’ active duty. 


Captain and Mrs. Schueren mo­ 
tored to Tennessee a short time ago 
to look for living quarters and 
have rented a home on the camp­ 
us of the college at Marfresboro, 
Tennessee, which is about forty 
miles from the arm y camp.

agencies, the 
press, radio , mo vies, etc., sho u ld 
u tilize their great po wers fo r the 
pu blic go o d, bo th to co mbat su b­ 
versive pro paganda and to pu blish 
the tru e facts. 
Thu s in the midst o f a tro u bled 
wo rld, the American peo ple, with 
u nited pu rpo se, will stand firm 
u nshaken, fo r Go d and Co u ntry.

And, o f co u rse, there 
are many \vho bu y fro m a catalo g 
w itho it having a chance to co m­ 
pare instru ments and make su re 
they are getting a go o d bu y. In 
this situ atio n theie are a nu mber 
o f things to co nsidei*. 
First o f all. never bu y an in­ 
stru ment witho u t seeing it first. 
If yo u o rder fro m a catalo g, yo u 
may have the privilege o f retu rn­ 
ing it and getting yo u r 
mo ney 
back; bu t the chances are yo u wo n’t 
do that, even if yo u aren’t qu ite 
satisfied with it; and if yo u do 
retu rn it, it means wasted time 
w’hen yo u can’t be playing while 
yo u are w^aiting fo r the replace­ 
ment. 
Seco nd, do n’t be high-pressu red 
into anything. 1 kno w o f o ne firm 
in Chicago , w’^hich advertises ac­ 
co rdio ns o ver the radio , selling a 
twelve bass instru ment fo r $ 18.00, 
a ro ck-bo tto m price that few deal­ 
ers will even try to du plicate. The 
instru ment, o f co u rse, is made as 


cheaply as po ssible and the 
is practically co st; bu t the aver^M 
retail price o f every sale they i t i ^ 
is $ 3(^. Very few peo ple bu yia e 
$ 18.00 o u tfit in tbe first place aifd 
they sell a higher price« 12 baSs 
o r larger; and any instru ment they 
sell may be retu rned o n a trade at 
fu ll valu e so that the majo rity o f 
sales lead to the sale o f a larg^ 
acco rdio n; and they really cash ip 
o n that b^au se their higher p ric ^ 
instru ments are marked u p fro m 
30% to 50% abo ve actu al market 
prices. Unless yo u are fo rewarned 
yo '*’re as go o d as so ld when yo u 
enter their sto re. 


Third, do n't think yo u arc get­ 
ting a bargain becau se yo u get a 
disco u nt o n a “sample” instru ment. 
Sample instru ments are fairly rare. 
Large distribu to rs, who have Vic­ 
to ries make u p instru ments fo r 


jo bs 
__ 
u p o ne o f each to see if it ih<^ts 
their requ irements. A sample gbF 
tar, fo r example, may 
be a fi^ i 
class gu itar; o r it may be o ne that 
failed to co me u p to requ irements! 
yo u can’t tell. The salesman^ o f 
co u rse, gives yo u the impressio n 
that yo u ’re getting a real bu y; bu t 
frequ ently the sample co sts mo re 
to niake than the regu lar ru n o f 
gu itars so there wo u ld be no dis­ 
co u nt o n it u nless it was a dii<- 
carded item. 


My ad\ice is to sho p aro u fnd. 
Find o u t all yo u can abo u t the in­ 
stru ment, no t fro m o ne sto re, bat 
fro m a lo t o f them, check o ne make 
against ano ther, o ne price against 
ano ther, and select the o ne best fit­ 
ting yo u r needs. This will take a 
lo t o f time, bu t it will save yo u a 
lo t o f grief. And if yo u can, bu y 
lo cally. Yo u r lo cal dealer can give 
yo u better service and is anxio u s 
to please yo u so yo u ’ll co me back 
again; after all, yo u r su ppo rt is 
his living.

United States.” Recent testimo ny 
fu rther sho wed that in o ne plant 
engaged in natio nal defense, there 
were 50 emplo yees who were pres­ 
ent o r past members o f the Bu nd, 
while in ano ther there were 300.

o f sabo tage indicates su ch plant­ 
ings arc far fro m casu al. 
Hitler is making his wmrds co me 
tru e in America, exactly as he did 
in the seven recently invaded Eu ro ­ 
pean co u ntries. 
Kindreds o f pages o f testimo ny 
have established as well the fact 
that the Co mmu nist Party is a 
co nstitu ent member o f the Co m­ 
mu nist Internatio nal and is its 
agent in the United States. 
The 
Co mmu nist Internatio nal in tu rn is 
co mpletely do minated by the Co m­ 
mu nist Party o f So viet Ru ssia. 
The evidence clearly pro ves that 
the Co mmu nist Party is actu ally 
fu nctio ning as a “bo rder patro l” 
o n o u r sho res fo r a fo reign po wer, 
namely the So viet Unio n. 
Since 
the Co mmu nist Party o f the United 
States has the avo w'ed pu rpo se o f 
drastically changing o u r fo rm o f 
go vernment, it is o u r o pinio n that 
the party’s activities co nstitu te a 
vio latio n o f the Treaty o f Reco gni­ 
tio n entered into between the go v­ 
ernment o f the United States and 
the go vernment o f the U. S. S. R. 
in 1933. 
The reco mmendatio ns co ntained 
in this article are therefo re in a 
large measu re applicable to the 
Co mmu nist party in

States. 
There is u rgent need io t 
actio n o n the part o f the Amerfcan 
Legio n to o u tlaw this fo reign co n­ 
tro lled party. 
Co ntro l o f the Fifth Co lu mn 
In the light o f the abo ve facts 
an intelligible peo ple, lo ving tiieir 
ho mes and their co u ntry, can do no 
less than take pro mpt, decisive ac­ 
tio n to co ntro l the Fifth Co lu mn 
in the United States. 
Yet, since 
the peo ple o f 
America are law 
abiding, they wdll act o nly in fu ll 
co -o peratio n with, and u nder the 
leadership o f the au tho rities they 
have co nstitu ted. 
'Fhe need.s then are, first, to in­ 
crease the legal po w’ers and actio n 
o i the au tho rities themselves, sec­ 
o nd, to increase the interest pnd 
actio n o f the peo ple as a wHdle, 
u nder su ch leadership. 
Reco mmendatio ns 
To increase the po wers o f the 
au tho rities, 
the American l^Jfio n 
teco tiiTnehds pro mpt co nsïiféVatio n 


by o u r Federal and State go vern­ 
ments o f the fo llo wing: 
1. 
The bro adening o f the pres­ 
ent Federal Sabo tage Act to co ver 
the present emergency, to co ver 
the po llu tio n o f water and fo o d 
su pplies, to penalize trespassing o n 
fo rbidden premises. 
2. To bro aden the act requ iring 
the registratio n o f agents o f fo r­ 
eign principles, to co ver all per­ 
so ns acting fo r o r o n behalf o f

To enact legislatio n similar 
to the recently intro du ced regis­ 
tratio n o f o rganizatio ns bill, H. R. 
10()94, bro adening its similarly. 
4. 
To pro hibit pro paganda di­ 
rected against the welfare o f the 
natio n o r the go vernment, o n the 
part o f any fo reign go vernment, 
fo reign agency o r fo reign citizen, 
and making su ch citizen depo rt­ 
able. 
This general principal was 
ado pted fo r the 
entire 
Western 
hemisphere, the U. S. inclu ded, at 
the Co nventio n o f the American 
Repu blics at Havana, Cu ba, last 
Au gu st, and statèd as a “general 
ru le o f internal pu blic law inco rp­ 
o rated in the co nstitu tio ns and laws 
o f states.” These, representatives 
o f all the Americas, u nder the lead­ 
ership o f the S ^ retary o f State 
o f the United States, there reso lv­ 
ed: “That the go vernments o f the 
American Repu blics ‘take the nec­ 
essary measu res to eradicate fro m 
the Americas the spread o f do c­ 
trines that tend to place in jeo p­ 
ardy the co mmo n inter-American 
demo cratic ideal,’ ” inclu ding the 
“ 
tive pro hibitio n o f every po - 


u als, asso ciatio ns, gro u ps o r po lit­ 
ical parties, no m atter what fo rm 
they u se to disgu ise o r clo ak su ch 
activity.” 
They fu rther reso lved 
at 
tfiis 
meeting at Havana: “To u rge the 
go vernments o f the American Re­ 
pu blics to prevent, within the pré­ 
visio ns o f internatio nal law po lîû - 
cal activities o f fo reign diplo matic 
o r co nsu lar agents, within the ter­ 
rito ry to which they are accredited,! 
which may endanger the peace andj 
the demo cratic traditio n o f Amer-i 
ica.”

6. Penalizing intentio nally false 
statements detrimental to the na­ 
tio nal welfare. 
7. Au tho rizing a Federal agency 
bo th to analyze su bversive pro pa­ 
ganda in fo reign lan g ag es 
and 
o theru dse, in print o r by radio , 
and au tho rizing su ch. agency to 
issu e statements o f fact o f co n­ 
stru ctive valu e fo r the natio n de­ 
fense.

Most people, when it comes to 
buying an instrum ent, must de­ 
pend on the judgment of someone 
else, either a teacher, a friend or 
a salesman. And, of course, there 
are many who buy from a catalog 
1 withoi t having a chance to com- 
I pare instrum ents and make sure 
they are getting a good buy. In 
■ this situation theie are a number 
’ of things to consider. 
First of all. never buy an in- 
| strum ent without seeing it first. 
I If you order from a catalog, you 
I may have the privilege of return­ 
ing it and getting 
your 
money 
(back; but the chances are you won’t 
do that, even if you aren’t quite 
satisfied with it; and if you do 
j return it, it means wasted time 
when you can’t be playing while 
you are waiting for the replace- 
: mem. 
Second, don’t be high-pressured 


I into anything. I know of one firm 
j in Chicago, which advertises ac- 
I cordions over the radio, selling a 
I twelve bass instrum ent for $18.00, 
j a rock-bottom price that few deal- 
j ors will even try to duplicate. The 
I instrum ent, of course, 
— 
is made as 


cheaply as possible and the price 
is practically cost; but the average 
retail price of every sale they make 
is $300. Very few people buy the 
$18.00 outfit in the first place and 
they sell a higher priced 12 bass 
or larger; and any instrum ent they 
sell may be returned on a trade at 
full value so that the majority of 
sales lead to the sale of a large 
accordion; and they really cash in 
on that because their higher priced 
instrum ents are marked up from 
30% to 5tYA above actual market 
prices. Unless you are forewarned 
you’re as good as sold when you 
enter their store. 


Third, don’t think you arc get­ 
ting a bargain because you get a 
discount on a “sample” instrument. 
Sample instrum ents are fairly rare. 
Large distributors, who have fac­ 
tories make up instrum ents for 
them to resell, very frequently give 
the factory specifications for cer­ 
tain jobs and ask them to make 
up one of each to see lf it meets 
their requirements. A sample gui­ 
tar, for example, may 
be a first 
class guitar; or it may be one that 
failed to come up to requirem ents; 
you can’t tell. The salesman, of 
course, gives yod the impression 
that you’re getting a real buy; but 
frequently tne sample costs more 
to make than the regular run of 
guitars so there would bo no dis­ 
count on it unless it was a dis­ 
carded item. 


My advice is to shop around. 
Find out all you can about the in­ 
strum ent. not from one store, but 
from a lot of them, check one make 
against anothei, one price against 
another, and select the one best fit­ 
ting your needs. This will take a 
lot of time, but it will save you a 
lot of grief. And if you can, buy 
locally. Your local dealer can give 
you better service and is anxious 
to please you so you’ll come back 
again; after all, your support is 
his living.

United States.” Recent testimony 
further showed that in one plant 
engaged in national defense, there 
were 50 employees who were pres­ 
ent or past members of the Bund, 
while in another there were 300. 
The occurrence of a series of acts 
of sabotage indicates such plant­ 
ings are far from casual. 
Hitler is making his words come 
true in America, exactly as he did 
in the seven recently invaded Euro­ 
pean countries. 
Hundreds of pages of testimony 
have established as well the fact 
that the Communist Party is a 
constituent member of the Com­ 
munist International and is its 
agent in the United States. 
The 
Communist International in turn is 
completely dominated by the Com­ 
munist Party of Soviet Russia. 
The evidence clearly proves that 
the Communist Party is actually 
functioning as a “border patrol” 
on our shores for a foreign power, 
namely the Soviet Union. 
Since 
the Communist Party of the United 
States has the avowed purpose of 
drastically changing our form of 
government, it is our opinion that 
the party’s activities constitute a 
violation of the Treaty of Recogni­ 
tion entered into between the gov­ 
ernment of the United States and 
the government of the U. S. S. Ii. 
in 1933. 
The recommendations contained 
in this article are therefore in a 
large measure applicable to the 
Communist party in 
the 
United 
States. 
There is urgent need for 
action on the part of the American 
Legion to outlaw this foreign con­ 
trolled. party. 
Control of the Fifth Column 
In the light of the above facts 
an intelligible people, loving their 
homes and their country, can do no 
less than take prompt, decisive ac­ 
tion to control the Fifth Column 
in the United States. 
Yet, since 
the people of 
America are law 
abiding, they will act only in full 
I co-operation with, and under the 
i leadership of the authorities they 
have constituted. 
I'he needs then are, first, to in­ 
crease tho legal powers and action 
of the authorities themselves, sec­ 
ond, to increase the interest and 
action of the people as a whole, 
under such leadership. 
Recommendations 
To increase the powers of the 
authorities, 
the American Legion 
recommends prompt consideration 


by our Federal and State govern­ 
ments of the following: 
1. 
The broadening of the pres­ 
ent Federal Sabotage Act to cover 
the present emergency, to cover 
the pollution of water and food 
supplies, to penalize trespassing on 
forbidden premises. 
2. 
To broaden the act requiring 
the registration of agents of for­ 
eign principles, to cover all per­ 
sons acting for or on behalf of 
foreign 
governments 
or 
foreign 
agencies, 
as 
well 
as 
indivi­ 
duals supported to any extent by 
such governments or agencies. This 
act should require disclosure of 
their activities and 
expenditures, 
with full publicity therefor, and 
of the names of such agents and 
agencies. 
3. 
To enact legislation similar 
to the recently introduced regis­ 
tration of organizations bill, II. R., 
10094, broadening its similarly. 
4. 
To prohibit propaganda di­ 
rected against the welfare of the 
nation or the government, on the 
part of any foreign government, 
foreign agency or foreign citizen, 
and making such citizen deport­ 
able. 
This general principal was 
adopted for the 
entire 
’Western 
hemisphere, the U. S. included, at 
the Convention of the American 
Republics at Havana, Cuba, last 
August, and stated as a “general 
rule of internal public law incorp­ 
orated in the constitutions and laws 
of states.” T hese. representatives 
of all the Americas, under the lead­ 
ership of the Secretary of State 
of the United States, there resolv­ 
ed: “That the governments of the 
American Republics ‘take the nec­ 
essary measures to eradicate from 
the Americas the spread of doc­ 
trines that tend to place in jeop­ 
ardy the common inter-American 
democratic ideal,’ ” including the 
“effective prohibition of every po- 
litirdl activity by foreign individ­ 


uals, associations, groups or polit- j 
ical parties, no m atter what form j 
they use to disguise or cloak such: 
activity.” 
They further resolved 
at 
this; 
meeting at Havana: “To urge the; 
governments of the American Re­ 
publics to prevent, within the pro­ 
visions of international law politi­ 
cal activities of foreign diplomatic j 
or consular agents, within the te r-1 
ritory to which they are accredited, 
which may endanger the peace and; 
the democratic tradition of A nier-, 
ica.” 
5. Requiring all subversive prop­ 
aganda to bear on its face its ; 
source, and its financial or o th er, 
similar means of support, 
and 
authorizing the authorities to make 
full investigation in that regard. 
6. 
Penalizing intentionally false 
statem ents detrimental to the na­ 
tional welfare. 
7. Authorizing a Federal agency 
both to analyze subversive propa­ 
ganda in foreign languages 
and 
otherwise, in print or by radio, 
and authorizing such agency to 
issue statem ents of fact of con­ 
structive value for the nation de­ 
fense. 
State 
1. 
Revising, broadening, and in­ 
creasing the penalty of, the malic­ 
ious mischief, sabotage, and crimi­ 
nal conspiracy acts, to supplement 
the Federal legislation as above. 
2. Creating state guards to pro­ 
tect crucial industries, and indus­ 
trial resources such as public utili­ 
ties and waterworks, essential for 
the life of the people. 
3. 
Increasing the personnel and 
equipment of State and other po­ 
lice for such purposes. 
4. 
Increase the control of fire­ 
arm s and explosives in the hands 
of aliens. 
Enactment of the Uni­ 
form Pistol Act, jointly approved 
by the Interstate Commission on 
Crime, the National Conference of

found out. He wound

j t oast artillery in just about

farthest point west in the U. S. 
Bill Gerhardt, son of Mr. and 
Airs 
Gerhardt, route 2, Pal­ 
atine, was one married man 
who 
decided not to wait until 
the draft. 
He volunteered and has 
already 
spent a few’ weeks in training at 
Ft. Custer, Mich., and is now sta­ 
tioned at Ft. Casey, Washington, 
on an island about 50 miles from 
Seattle. 
In a letter to his family which 
also includes Mr. and Mrs. Elmer 
Mess of Barrington, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Art Haldeman, of Palatine, 
Mrs. Mess and Mrs. Haldeman are 
sister’s, Dorothy and Edna, of Mr. 
Gerhardt, he tells about some of 
his experiences at 
the 
fort on 
Whidby island: 
“There are 300 other 
fellow’s 
here from Chicago, Detroit, and in 
between from city and farm, mar­ 
ried and single. 
We’re well fed, 
finding every kind of vegetable and 
meat on the table. For breakfast 
we have almost every kind of cer­ 
eal, coffee and milk, eggs, soft, 
hard and soft boiled, 
and every 
sort of fruit. 
“The day begins at 5:50. 
We 
diess in full uniform in about ten 
minutes and appear for roll call. 
Until breakfast at 7 o’clock, we 
wash and shave, and make up our 
bunks. 
“After breakfast we change to 
work clothes and go out for exer­ 
cise, practicing on the cannon, no 
shells, just aim and say “boom.” 
This lasts until 10:00 and then we 
go to classes on first aid, hygiene, 
school of the soldier, and a lot of 
other things that last until 11:45, 
when it’s back into uniform again 
with dinner at 12:00. 
“We then march and hold rifle 
drill for two hours, ‘Outside school’ 
begins which gives us gas mask 
drill, teaches us the parts of the 
rifle, the cannon, and anti-aircraft 
guns, pitch tents, make packs, and 
how’ to perform guard duty. 
“Supper is at 6 o’clock and we 
have until 9 o’clock to do what we 
like. But at nine everyone hits the 
bunk 
until 
5:50 
the 
following 
morning. 
“The weather here is grand, nev­ 


er turning too hot or too cold, so 
they say. It never snows although 
there is occasional frost in the win­ 
ter. The water doesn’t change 4 
degrees in temperature from sum­ 
mer to winter. That’s because of 
some stream that starts in Japan 
or somewhere. It’s quite damp and 
rains a lot. 
“Everything is kept very secret­ 
ed here, we cannot get off the is­ 
land and visitors cannot get on the 
post. It is guarded day and night. 
We can’t take pictures as they took 
our cameras away from us when 
wre arrived. In about three months 
some of us may be shifted to Alas­ 
ka, Panama, or any of our island 
possessions 
or 
harbor 
defense 
posts. Only one fellow is still w’ith 
me from the group that left Chica­ 
go. Many of them are at Ft. W ar­ 
den across the bay on the main­ 
land. 
“The grass and vines are green 
on the parade grounds and the only 
noticeable difference wuth 
me is 
that my face is sunburned. 
“BILL”

Asserting only a miracle

j Dr. W alter A. Maier of Concordia 
j Seminary asked in his Lutheran 
| Hour 
broadcast 
Sunday 
that 
j Christians do their share in spirit- 
! ual preparation for any eventuali- 
j ties. 
Speaking over a eoast-to-coast 
n e t w o r k , 
the 
internationally- 
known radio evangelist said cease­ 
less vigilance will be required to 
counteract 
attem pts 
to 
restrict 
Christian liberty incidental to ev­ 
ery large-scale war. Atheistic a t­ 
tacks upon the church may be ex­ 
pected to increase in intensity with 
the widening destruction of war, 
he added, and doubled watchfulness 
will be needed to preserve the 
church. 
The Church of England, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Maier, has been almost 
paralyzed by the stress of war, 
which has caused its workers to 
be transferred from the pulpit to 
the army, its income drastically re­ 
duced and its buildings damaged 
or destroyed. 
Similar conditions, 
he said, exist in other war-ridden 
lands and there is no reason to 
presume that the cause of religion 
will not suffer as a result of war 
involving the United States. 
The theologian emphasized that 
prayer still could avert many of 
the destructive dangers to which 
we now appear headed, and he ask­ 
ed that Christians throughout the 
nation unite in persistent, pene­ 
trating prayers in

They would ap­ 
ply to all occupations and do not 
contain any exemption for agricul­ 
ture or other industries which are 
exempt for the federal w’age and 
hour act..

Of the 232 Illinois growers re­ 
porting their experiences with this 
new crop, 184 were successful in 
its production. 
Counties succe.ss- 
fully growing the crop were well 
distributed over the state, 17 being 
in the northern district, 32 in cen­ 
tral Illinois, and 26 in the South­ 
ern district. 


In the majority of cases one of 
the early varieties was mentioned 
as the best y ielder. Ciiant Green, 
which was included in the assort­ 
ments of seed sent to northern and 
southern Illinois, w'as reported as 
the best-y ielding variety by a num­ 
ber of persons in both these areas. 
Higan, a late variety able to with­ 
stand heat, also was a high-y ield­ 
ing variety in southern Illinois. 


Bansei, which was included in 
the seed sent to northern Illinois, 
was mentioned as the highest y ield­ 
ing variety in many northern coun­ 
ties. No. 8049 4, an early variety 
similar to Bansei, w'as the highest 
y ielding variety in central Illinois. 


Other varieties included in the 
tests w'ere Fuji and Willomi, in 
northern Illinois; Jogun, Illington 
and Imperial, central Illinois, No. 
8049 0-1 and Emperor, southern Il­ 
linois. 


Growers found that this ty pe of 
vegetable can be depended upon to 
produce a crop even under rather 
adverse conditions. 
Furthermore 
th crop is available for use as a 
green vegetable at a season of the 
y ear when other garden crops on 
the farm are likely not to 
be 
abundant. The vegetable-ty pe soy ­ 
bean constitutes an additional can­ 
nery crop available for processing 
at a season when the pea-canning 
eq uipment might otherwise be idle.

This is not the time for a farm 
family to buy a farm unless it can 
be carried without too large a debt 
in relation to long-time earnings, 
is the opinion of L. J. Norton, pro­ 
fessor of agricultural economics, 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture. 
Although at the present time the 
outlook lor agriculture in its re­ 
lationship to the defense program 
indicates that farm ers will have 
better incomes, this extra money 
can best be diverted into lines 
w'hich will bring more security at 
less risk in the long run. A wise 
use of any extra income would be 
to pay off debts in cases where they 
are excessive, to make needed and 
essential improvements 
such 
as 
buy ing limestone or phosphate fer­ 
tilizers to step up the pr^uctivity 
of the farm, to secure articles need­ 
ed for better living or for operat­ 
ing the farm more advantageously . 
“Higher incomes will naturally 
cause the price of land to rise, 
said Norton. “Reports are coming 
in that q uite a few farms are now 
being bought on rather small down 
pay ments. 
Any increase in farm 
incomes caused by w’ar-time de­ 
mands 
will 
be 
temporary 
and 
should not be capitalized into land 
prices on the assumption that the 
increase will be permanent. 
“F’or example, how much more is 
a farm worth if an increase of $1,- 
500 is anticipated 
in total farm 
earnings during 
the next three 
y ears because of war-time prices?” 
Obviously , something less than $1,- 
500, he reports, but if the extra 
$500 in annual income is capitalized 
at 5 percent, it w'ould increase the 
value of the farm by $10,000. Pay ­ 
ing $10,000 for the chance to col­ 
lect $1,500 would be a poor invest­ 
ment for any one. 
“It is better for the family to 
reduce its debts than to spread out 
its capital in a thin eq uity on land 
W’ith the economic outlook as un­ 
certain as it is at the present time.”

Of the 232 Illinois growers re­ 
porting their experiences with this 
new crop, 184 were successful in 
its production. 
Counties success­ 
fully growing the crop were well 
distributed over the state, 17 being 
in the northern district, 32 in cen­ 
tral Illinois, and 26 in the South­ 
ern district. 


In the majority of cases one of 
the early varieties was mentioned 
as the best yielder. Giant Green, 
which was included in the assort­ 
ments of seed sent to northern and 
southern Illinois, was reported as 
the best-yielding variety by a num­ 
ber of persons in both these areas. 
Higan, a late variety able to with­ 
stand heat, also was a high-yield­ 
ing variety in southern Illinois. 


Bansei, which was included in 
the seed sent to northern Illinois, 
was mentioned as the highest yield­ 
ing variety in many northern coun­ 
ties. 
No. 80404, an early variety 
similar to Bansei, was the highest 
yielding variety in central Illinois. 


This is not the time for a farm 
family to buy a farm unless it can 
be carried without too large a debt 
in relation to long-time earnings, 
is the opinion of L. J. Norton, pro­ 
fessor of agricultural economics, 
University of Illinois College of 
( Agric lture. 
Although at the present time the 
outlook lur agriculture in its re­ 
lationship to the defense program 
indicates that farmers will have 
better incomes, this extra money 
can 
best be diverted into lines 
which will bring more security at 
less risk in the long run. A wise 
use of any extra income would be 
to pay off debts in cases where they 
are excessive, to make needed and 
essential 
improvements 
such 
as 
buying limestone or phosphate fer­ 
tilizers to step up the productivity 
of the farm, to secure articles need­ 
ed for better living or for operat­ 
ing the farm more advantageously. 
“Higher incomes will naturally 
cause the price of land to rise,” 
said Norton. “Reports are coming 
in that quite a few farms are now 
being bought on rather small down 
payments. 
Any increase in farm 
incomes caused by war-time de­ 
mands 
will 
be 
temporary 
and 
should not be capitalized into land 
prices on the assumption that the 
increase will be permanent. 
“For example, how much more is 
a farm worth if an increase of $1,- 
500 is anticipated 
in total farm 
earnings during 
the next three 
years because of war-time prices?” 
Obviously, something less than SI 
500, he reports, but if the extra 
$500 in annual income is capitalized 
at 5 percent, it would increase the 
value of the farm by $10,000. Pay­ 
ing $10,000 for the chance to col­ 
lect $1,500 would be a poor invest­ 
ment for anyone. 
“It is better for the family to 
reduce its debts than to spread out 
its capital in a thin equity on land 
with the economic outlook as un­ 
certain as it is at the present time.”
